AIDS BARTHOLIN. 


Police Charge Activity of 
Members as Cause of Ina- 
‘bility to Find Alleged 


Murderer.- 


THINK HE IS IN CHICAGO. 


Former Fellow Employe Tells of 
Seeing Young Man Near 
Weed Patch Where Girl 
Was Found. 


The inability of the police thus far to ob- 
tain any trace of William Bartholin, accused 
of the murder of his mother and fiancée, 
Minnie Mitchell, is attributed to the efforts 
of a fraternal society, of which the missing 
man was a member. | 

Inspector Nicholas Hunt said last night 
he had evidence of the existence of a strong 
Organization, and that a member had in- 
formed him young Bartholin was well liked 
by associates in the order, who would do 
what they ‘could to shield him. 

Ever singe the discovery of the body of 
Miss Mitchell in the prairie, near State and 
Seventy-fourth streets, on last Thursday 
morning, the police have been handicapped 
through their inability to secure information 
from persons who knew Bartholin, and who 
should be able to give some idea as to his 
whereabouts. 

Shielded by Fraternal Order. 

We have evidence that a fraternal or- 
ganization exists which would shield Bar- 
tholin if he requested its aid,“ said Inspector 
Hunt. “This was told me by a member 
of the society who worked with the young 
man and was his friend. Every effort to get 
this and the other members of the organi- 
zation to talk about Bartholin has been un- 
availing.”’ 

Detectives are watching the railroad sta- 


-tions and the outgoing boats to keep Bar- 


tholin from leaving the city, if he has not 
done so already. 

The police are unable to understand how 
a man who has lived in one section of the 
city all his life and was known to hundreds 
of persons, can disappear so completely. 
They think it more likely that he is in hid- 
ing in the city, and that some of his friends 
are keeping him posted as to the search that 
is being made. 


Many Rumors Locate Bartholin. 

Reports reached the police from several 
sources during the day that Bartholin had 
been located. One had him at a Chicago 
avenue factory, and dispatches said he was 
respectively at ‘Racine, Wis., Lake Villa, 
III., and at Mishawaka, Ind., but investiga- 
tion showed these stories to be without 
foundation. 

Police at Guthrie, Ok. T., have been notified 


‘to look out for Bartholin, as it is expected 


he will go to that locality to meet Harry 
Church, who at one time boarded with Mrs. 
Bartholin. 


Points to Premeditated Crime. 

A circumstance which leads the police to 
believe the murder of Minnie Mitchell was 
deliberately planned by Bartholin came to 
light yesterday. William Whotraus, a for- 
mer employé of the Staver wagon works, 
who has known Bartholin for fifteen years, 
met him on the morning of July 30, near the 
weed patch where Miss Mitchell’s body was 
found. 

Whotraus lives at 7826 Wallace street, and 
on that morning, about 10 o'clock, took a 
Wentworth avenue car to go downtown. At 
Seventy-fourth street Bartholin got on 
board. The weed patch is only three blocks 
east from Wentworth avenue. 


May Have Studied Weed Patch. 

„When Bartholin got on the car we sat 
together and talked until the car reached 
Sixty-third street,“ said Mr. Whotraus. 
„He seemed in excellent spirits, but 
the circumstances which have come to 
light since that time lead me to believe he 
must have been out there looking over the 
ground. As I remember it he came from 
the east when he got on the car. If it was 
Miss Mitchell’s body that the boy found in 
the weeds it looks as if he had visited the 
spot with a view of selecting it for the crime. 
I am certain of the date when I met him. 
I was on my way to the Western Indiana 
railroad shops, and secured the promise ofa 
job from the boss carpenter. I asked him if 
I should go to work the next day, and he re- 
marked that it was the last of the month 
and I had better begin on Friday, so that 
my time would be figured from the first day 
of the month. That would place the day on 


Mitchell disappeared.”’ 


Lieutenant Finds a Cartridge. 

- Lieut. Timothy Barrett of the Englewood 
police station made a find that convinced him 
that Miss Mitchell was killed on the spot 
where the body was found. He yesterday 
picked up a revolver cartridge about four 
feet from the spot where the body rested on 
the ground. The cartridge was of 32 cali- 
ber, and the bullet föund in the girl’s head 
was of this size. 

This cartridge makes me think the girl 
was killed right there, said Lieut. Barrett. 
The man evidently tried to reload his re- 
volver at once, so that it would not show 
against him if he was caught. In the dark 
he dropped the cartridge on the ground. 

„The statement made by Whotraus 
that he saw Bartholin near the spot on that 
Wednesday morning would indicate that 
he had carefully planned the murder, and 
was looking for a good place to carry it 


out.“ 
Find Blood Stained Blanket. 

In a further search of the house and base- 
ment at 4810 Calumet avenue the police dis- 
covered a blood stained cavalry blanket, 
which had been tucked away behind an old 
box. The center of the blanket contained 
epots of dried blood, while streaks cf blc od 
extended its full length. Short brown hair, 
resembling that of a human being, was 
found in the center of it. There was nothing 
to indicate, however, for what the blanket 
had been used. 


> Thompson Under Fire. 
During the day Oscar Thompson, who had 
boarded with the Bartholins for eighteen 
years, was put through severe courses of 
questioning.

Woman tor Whom Kaiser's Son 
Would Yield the Right to Rule—Re- 
tuses Morganatic Alliance and In- 
sists Upon a Civil and Religious 
Marriage and Recognition as Social 
Equal of Her Prospective e 


(BY, CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

PARIS, Aug. 12, 3 a. m.—Miss Gladys Dea- 
con, daughter of Edward Parker Deacon, the 
well known American, is said to be the girl 
for whom the crown prince of Germany is 
willing to give up his right to the imperial 
throne. 

This statement is made on. the authority of 
the Matin, a high clase journal and one of the 
most trustworthy in Paris. 


The first intimation of the trouble between 
the crown prince and the kaiser was made 
public in the Matin yesterday morning. It 
was stated that the crown prince had had 
a violent interview with his father, the em- 
peror, expressing his desire to renounce his 
rank and his claim to the throne of Ger- | 
many in order that he might marry the wom- 
an of his choice. . 

The quarrel between Emperor William and 
his son, according to the Matin, is the refus- 


alliance. 


Refuses Morganatic Alliance. 

She is reported as declaring that if the 
crown prince desired to marry her a re- 
ligious and legal ceremony would be neces- 
sary. 

Three days after Miss Deacon’s avowal the 
crown prince presented her with a ring, which 
he had sworn to give to nobody except his 
wife, it being a present he had received from 
his grandmother, the late Empress Freder- 
ick. 

Prince Frederick William is the eldest son 
of the Kaiser and is 20 years of age. He is 
a student at Bonn 

Miss Marie Gladys Dede is the eldest 
daughter of the late Edward Parker Dea- 
con, who, on Feb. 17, 1892, at Cannes, France,

Parents Live in Paris.

Deacon himself was retiring by nature 
and of a somewhat trie. mind, but their 
marriage seemed to happy. Four chil- 


} dren were born to them, all daughters, and. 
were named Marie Gladys, ida Audrey, Dor- 


othy Evelyn, and Edith Florence. 

As. soon as Deacon had been released from 
prison he went to Paris to bring suit for di- 
verce and for the custody of his children, who 
till then had remained with the mother. He 
also brought a similar suit in this city. Mrs. 
Deacon tried to head him off by a counter 
suit, but failed. He secured a diverce and the 
custody of all the children, but a settlement 


two eldest girls were left with Mrs. Deacon. 

In 1896 Deacon returned to this country 
with Dorothy and Edith. Mrs. Deacon staid 
in Paris, and for some time there was much 
talk of a marriage between herand the Count 
Louis de Turenne—a union that seemed de- 
sirable to that nobleman because Mrs. Deacon 
was credited with having a personal income 
of more than $10,000 a year. 


Reconciled on Deathbed. 

Deacon developed symptoms of mental 
disease shortly after his return and had 
finally to be confined in an asylum at Somer- 
ville, Mass. Previous to that Mrs. Deacon 
and the other two daughters had also re- 
turned here. It was said at the time that 
they had come at the request of Deacon, 
and soon the world was told of a complete 
reeonciliation between husband and wife. 
Mrs. Deacon went to live with her brother, 
Charles Baldwin, at San Francisco. 
Deacon died in the asylum on July 6, 1901. 
By his will his estate, valued at $120,000, 
was equally divided between his daughters.

| Mystery Surrounds Killing of 


Timothy J. Devine and 
Charles F. Pennell 
of West Side. 


NO CLEW TO MURDERER. 


One in Dying Statement Attempts 
to Give Clew—Found Near 
Jackson Boulevard Near 


Two policemen were found lying at the en- 
trance to the alley between Ashland boule- 
vard and Paulina street on the south side of 
Jackson boulevard at 3:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing. One was dead when discovered and 
the other died an hour later. Each man had 
been shot twice. 

The dead officers are Timothy T. Devine ot 
741 West Ohio street, and Charles F. Pen- 
nell of 1347 West Congress street. Both men 
traveled from the West Lake street station. 


Little Clew to the Slayer. 

Who committed the double crime is a mys- 
tery. The only thing the police have to 
work on is the halting, almost inedible 
statement of Pennell. 


Dying Man Seeks to Tell. : 

When he was found, with blood pouring 
from his mouth and wounds in his breast, 
he made a desperate effort to speak. Slowly 
and with difficulty came the words: 

“Two men one tall... 6 feet

Last Words Before Expiring. 
These words were his last.. The men at 
his side questioned him hurriedly; asked him

up men, 
- Unable to Speak Again. 
' Pennell tried to talk but could not. He then 
tried to move his head but the effort was a 
failure.

Shots Awaken Nearby Residents. 
The shooting took place almost in the rear 


of 222 Ashland boulevard, the residence of 


W. H. Burnes. He was awakened by the 
succession of shots and hurriedly dressed. 
When he reached the scene he was joined 
by Dr. E. P. Noel and Dr. Harry Shaw. 


Both Prone Upon the Ground. 

The found the two policemen lying on the 
ground. Devine had his gun in his hand, 
Pennell was without a weapon. It was found 
subsequently near a fence in the alley about 
twenty feet from where the men had fallen. 
Pennelbs gun had been fired twice, while 
Devine ‘had shot four times. 


Shots at Assailants Futile. 

All these shots apparently went wild or 
failed to inflict a disabling wound. This is 
shown by the statement of N. E. Walther 
of 217 Ashland boulevard. He, too, was 
awakened by the shooting. He hurried to 
the window. He saw the two policemen ly- 
ing on the ground and then saw two men 
running north on Ashland boulevard. Just 


as they reached his house he stuck his head 


out of the window and shouted 

Halt!“ 

Get Glimpse of Fleeing Slayers. 

The men looked up ang immediately turned 
and ran the other way. 

Mr. Walthier’s description of the men tal- 
lied in a general way with that given by the 
dying policeman. One man wore a stiff hat 
but the other was barehedded. 


‘Burglar Theory Is Abandoned. 

When the police first heard of the double 
murder they believed the killers were bur- 
glars surprised at their work by the patrol- 
men.

Tells Committee Bearing Threatening 
> Resolutions Its Business Is with the 
Board of Conciliation—Men Get a 
New View of That Contract and 
Postpone Action Till Thursday, 
When President Mahon Will Be 
Here to Advise Them.

General Manager Robert McCulloch of the 
Chicago City railway company scored heavily 
on the radical element in the street car union 
which is clamoring for a general strike on all 
lines in the city. He did this yesterday after- 
noon by informing the men that he had no 
power to grant any demands, as he had en- 
tered into a contract with them to submit all 
differences to arbitration. 

This proved to be a new view to the men 
of the agreement and took them by surprise. 
The joint executive boards of all the unions 
met last night to talk over a general strike, 
but the statement of General Manager Mc- 
Culioch swept them off their feet and they 
agreed to postpone any definite action until 
Thursday night. On that day International 
President W. D. Mahon will arrive in the city. 

Mahon has been considered the controlling 
influetice ever since the differences on the 
Union Traction and Chicago City railway 
companies reached the acute stage. He is 
now hurrying from the Pacific coast with 
President Samuel Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor and both will oppose a 
strike. ‘ 


Organizers Work Among the Men. 

The local organizers of the Amalgamated 
Association of Street Car Employés, G. W. 
Skouland and C. O. Pratt, spent all day try- 
ing to prevent the joint executive session 
of last night from taking any definite action, 
and when the gathering was called to order 
Organizer Pratt found himself backed by 
more delegates than he had believed possi- 
ble. When certain of the radical element 
threatened to break from their contracts 
and strike a counter threat was made that 
the Chicago Federation of Labor would step 
in and take away the support of union labor 
by unseating their rw for the breach 
of faith. 

This argument, with the announcement 
that General Manager McCulloch was forc- 
ing arbitration upon them, brought about a 
change of front among the south side men. 
They have a meeting scheduled for Wednes- 
day night, but unless their plans are changed

Union Traction Employes Waiting. 

The situation on the north and west sides 
was not so critical. The men do not meet 
with President Roach and the directors of 
the Union Traction company until Thurs- 
day. Their chief interest in last night’s 
gathering was the formation of a general 
board to control all street car men, cal?them 
ould a strike 
be declared. This board was formed, but ita s 
appointment cannot go into effect until rati- 
fied by the unions, which will not be done 
if the south side grievances are submitted 
to arbitration. 

The aid given the peace faction of the 
unions by General Manager McCulloch came 
as a surprise. Delegates of the south side 
union, headed by M. C. Buckley, went to see 
him in the morning at 10 o’clock and pre- 
sented their resolutions, which carried the 
threat of a strike. They were told to return 
in the afternoon and get their reply. 


Gives Answer in Writing. 

The answer took the following form: 

Mr. M. C. Buckley—Dear Sir: Under the terms 
of the agreement entered into by the Chicago 
Ctty railway company and thoee of its employés 
who are members of the Amalgamated Association 
of Street Car Employés on the date of June 11, all 
disputes and differences, fancied or real, must go 
to the arbitration board for adjustment. On this 
account I suggest that you bring them before the 
board at once.

STRIKE IN LUMBER YARDS. 


‘TEAMSTERS GO OUT BECAUSE 
SCALE 18 NOT SIGNED. / 


Then Back to Work on Understanding 
That Edward Hines, Who Has Au- 
thority to Execute Document for 
the Employers, Will Do So as Soon 

as He Returns to City—Rothschild 
& Co. Hiring Stablemen to Replace 
Those Who Quit. 


Teamsters employed in the Twenty-second 

street lumber district went on a strike yes- 
terday morning. At noon practically every 
lumber driver in the city had refused to take 
out his team, and work on many of the build-. 
ings under construction was stopped. Con- 
ferences between the men and the firms were 
called, and in the eveging the difficulty was 
adjusted. 
The men were satisfied with their hours 
and wages, but demanded that the agree- 
ment covering these points be signed by the 
firms, most of whom are members of the 
Lumbermen's association. The agreement 
was drawn up primarily by the union, and, 
being satisfactory to the firms, was to have 
been signed by Edward Hines of the Hines 
Lumber company for the employers. 

For some reason he left town a week ago 
and the document has not been touched. The 
men grew suspicious and struck. All ap- 
peared at the lumber yards yesterday morn- 
ing, asked if the agreement had been signed, 
and when they found that it had not been all 
refused to take out their teams. 

A conference was called at the offices of 
the Lumbermen’s association in the Cham- 
ber of Commerce building, but nothing came 
of it. The union wanted the agreement 
signed, and no one had the power to sign it. 
Another meeting was called at the office of 
John C. Driscoll, secretary of the Team Own- 
ers’ association, and there the men agreed 
to return to work on the promise that the 
proper parties would sign the document 
within a few days. 

When the strike was at its height there 
were about 800 men idle. 


Strike at Rothschild Store. 


Unless the A. M. Rothschild company set- 
tles with the striking stablemen Business 
Agent W. P. Dunn of the union is going to 
request the Chicago Federation of Labor to 
aid the union. Dunn declares that the firm 
is unable to fill the places of the strikers. 
He says that the firm sent four men in the 
morning and that all refused to work when 
they discovered a strike was on. 

Later in the day, under police protection, 
the firm brought in four more men, all of 
whom, the strikers say, immediately re- 
signed. In the afternoon three more were 
brought in and all remained. They will live 
in the barns until the matter is settled. 


Seeking to Unionize Sweat Shops. 


An attempt is to be made to organize the 
cloakmakers in the sweat stops of the 
Ghetto. The Special Order of Custom Cloth- 
ing Makers took steps to this effect when a 
meeting of the workers was called at 
Schwartz's hall, Fourteenth’ and Jefferson 
streets. There are fifty shops in the Ghetto 
and they employ 300 men and 600 women.

Closing Two Long Strikes. 

John C. Driscoll, secretary of the Team 
Owners’ association, has about succeeded in 
bringing two protracted strikes to an end.

MERCHANT SHIPPING. 
Insurgent Admiral Notifies Foreign 
* Consuls That Trading Vessels Will 

Not Be Permitted to Enter the Har- 
bor at Cape Haytien—American Gun- 
boat Likely to Disregard the Notice, 
Especially if Foreign Interests or 
the Cables Are interfered With. | 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUND.] 

PORT AU PRINCE, Aug. 11.—The gun- 
boat Crete-a-Pierrot, which is in the Firm- 
inite service, gave notice yesterday of the 
blockade of Cape Haytien. The foreign con- 
suls here and commander McCrea of the 
United States gunboat Machias protested 
against this action. Soldiers have again 
gone out from here and a battle ina few days 
is believed to be inevitable. The bad feel- 
ing against foreigners has increased. 


Government Wins Battle. 


A battle was fought on Saturday between 
the government force and the Firminists at 
Petit Goave, which resulted ina government 
victory. When the followers of Gen. Firmin 
evacuated the town they set it on fire, de- 
stfoying every building in the place except 
two, A large number of people there are 
now without food or shelter. Gen. Chicoye, 
who commanded the Firminists, is supposed 
to have perighed in the burning of the town. 


Will Protect Shipping. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—Commander 
McCrea of the gunboat Machias today cabled 
the navy department that a de facto block- 
ade had been established by the insurgents 
at Cape Haytien. The Machias is at its an- 
chorage. 

The following is the text of the dispatch 
received by the navy department from Com- 
mander McCrea of the gunboat Machias, 
dated Aug. 10, at Cape Haytien: 

“ Your dispatch has been received. Having 
notified the Haytian admiral, Killick, of de- 
termination to protect foreign commerce 
and telegraph cables and to resist bombard- 
ment without due notice, he replies accepting 
terms, with notice to all of foreign consuls 
that this port is blockaded in accordance 
with the orders of the cabinet council es- 
tablished at Gonaives, Hayti. Blockade is 
de facto, and prohibits the entrance of mer- 
chant vessels. Firmin signs proclamation. 
Moderate force expected to arrive on Tues- 
day from Gonaives, I ought not to leave my 
anchorage. McCrREA.”’ 


Instructions to Machias. 


Acting Secretary of the Navy Darlingwent 
the following reply to Commander McCrea: 

“If the blockade is not effective, Cuban, 
American, and unprotected, innocent, neu- 
tral vessels should be protected in their in- 
ternational rights. Can send you collier 
from San Juan if necessary.“

For an hour the attacking 
party seemed to concentrate its fire on the 
pump house, for it was fairly ri with 
bullets. 


Officers Reply to Shots. 

The deputies shot into the bushes on the 
opposite shore, only a hundred feet away, 
making a target of the spot where the flashes 
of the assailants’ guns were seen. The 
strikers evidently quit because of their am- - 
munition being exhausted.

PRORIA FIREBUG CAUGHT 


FIVE BLAZES IN TOWN, FOLLOWED 
BY HIS ARREST. 


Police Think They Have Young Man 
Who Has Been Setting Fire to Build- 
ings Since Last April—Work of Yes- 
terday Caused Loss of $20,000 and 


Works. 


Peoria, III., Aug. 11.—[Special.]—The po- 
lice think they have the incendiary who is 
responsible for nineteen fires in this city 
since April. The man arrested is Edward 
Flanagan, aged 20, and his capture follow 
five fires today which caused a loss of $20, 
and cost the lives of nineteen horses in one 
of the burned structures. 

The city council and the underwriters’ as 
sociation each offered, reward for the 
arrest and conviction of the incendiary, and 
fifty policemen in citizens’ clothes were dis- 
tributed about the city, but it was not until 
today that anything like a case could be 
obtained. 3 

. Five Fires in One Day. 

The incendiary commenced operations on 

the brewing company’s warehouse on the 


river bank just below the center of the city. 


The fire department extinguished two small 
blazes here with practically no loss. Then 
shortly after noon an incendiary fire was 
started in the Neumiller livery stable on 
Adams street, the principal business street, 
and just in the rear of an undertaking es- 
tablishmént. Here the flames spread rapid- 
ly, and destroyed a large portion of the stable, 
nineteen head of horses, three hearses, and 
numerous other vehicles of all descriptions. 
The loss here is $10,000. Just after the Neu- 
miller fire was started the incendiary start- 
ed a fire in the stable of Dooley Bros. in 
the rear of their coal office and two doors 
from the »Neumiller' barn. He was seen 
by a 10 year old boy, who has since inden- 
tified Flanagan. While the Neumiller fire 
was at its height fire started in the stable 
section of the flour and feed mill of Horace. 
Clark & Son and quickly spread to the mill. 


General Alarm Is Sent In. 

A general alarm was sent in, and after a 
fight of two hours the firemen had both 
fires under control. The Clark loss is $8,000. 

The department was handicapped by false 
alarms of fire which took several machines 
to another part of the city. While the Clark 
fire was burning Edward Flanagan was ar- 
rested on suspicion, and a large crowd gath- 
ered and made threats. «The police jumped 
on a passing car and hurried their prisoner 
to the county jail. 

Oliver Hoefer, a boy, saw Flanagan leave 
the Clark barn just as the firestarted. He 
followed him around a couple of blocks, and 
Flanagan returned to the front of the build- 
ing to watch the fire burn. Hoefer pointed 
him out to a policeman; who arrested him. 


Watched for Long Time.

„ While strikes will be avoided where pos- 
sible, yet if entered into they will be prose-.

Foregoing are the salient points of the 
August government report, out late yester- 
day. On the basis of conditions existing at 
‘this time last year the report makes a bear- 
ish showing, although the figures are gener- 
ally.a little under those of a month ago. 

The statistician estimates the winter 
‘wheat crop at 380,000,000 bushels, or an av- 
erage of 13.8 bushels per acre. The estimat- 
ed average yield per acre in the principal 
States is as follows. the states being arranged 
in order of acreage: Kansas, 8.7; Missouri, 
‘18.2; California, 15; Indiana, 15; Ohio, 16; 
‘Tilinois; 16.6; Nebraska, 22; Pennsylvania, 

18: Oklahoma, 11.6; Michigan, 17.4. 

The average condition of spring wheat 
Aug. 1 was 89.7, as compared with 92.4 last 
‘month, 80.3 Aug. 1, 1001, 56.4 at the corre- 
sponding date in 1900, and a ten year aver- 
age of 80. There was a decline during July 
of 2 points in Minnesota, 3 in North Dakota. 
9 in Nebraska, and 12 in Iowa. On the other 
hand, the crop of South Dakota is reported 
at one point higher than even the high fig- 
ure—04—reported last month, and the condi- 
tion in Minnesota, North Dakota, and 
Nebraska, notwithstanding the decline 
above mentioned,-is still considerably above 
the ten year average. |

UNION TRACTION INCREASES FOR 


JULY AND AUGUST. 


Local Money Market Firm and Senti- 
ment Strengthened by Saturday’s 
Bank Figures—Brief Summary of 
Foreign Trade of United States for 
Last Fiscal Year—General Financial 

News- Drop in Rock Island Not Ex- 
pected—Long Stock Coming Out. 


Chicago Union Traction earnings for July 
were $37,000 in excess of the corresponding 
month last year. For the first ten days of 
August the increase is $16,000 over the same 
period of 1901. The record would show much 
better but for the rainy Sundays, which 
have occasioned losses instead of increases. 

So far as competition is concerned, or other 
unfavorable’ factors relating 
traffic, they have been overcome. The prop- 


erty now shows a normal increase in busi- 
ness, But such increase does not mean re- 


sumption of dividends. on the preferred 
stock of the Union Traction company. 

Talk of consolidation is heard in a general 
way and friends of City railway are saying 
the minimum price at which their security 
would go in any deal would be 300. How- 
ever, with the substantial growth in busi- 
ness which the company is enjoying it is not 
probable the stock could be secured a few 
years hence at the price named. 

There was one sale of Union Traction com- 
mon on the local exchange at 15%. There 
was nothing doing in City railway, though 
the last quotation was 215. 

Money market conditions are beginning to 
assume an interesting phase. Saturday's 
bank statement served to accentuate the 
point which has been made that the money 
market is in a sense the dominating factor in 
stock prices. . | 

The local money market yesterday was un- 
changed, but it was the belief among the 
banks that New York would be raising its 
bids here for time loans. Sentiment was dis- 
tinctly firmer. New York exchange contin- 
ued at a premium and no extra shipments to 
the west were reported. 

It is a matter of interest in this connec- 
tion that prior to the national bank call on 
June 30 there was an outgo of $5,000,000 from 
Chicago to country institutions in the west 
and northwest. This has undoubtedly added 
to the strength and the money has been kept, 
presumably in reserve, for fall demands. 


Story of Foreign Commerce. 

The story of the foreign commerce of the 
United States in the fiscal year 1902 is told 
in outline in the opening page of the annual 
report of the chief of the treasury bureau 
of statistics, as follows: 
he foreign commerce of the United 
States in the fiscal year 1902 was larger than 
in any year of its history except 1901. Com- 
pared with 1901 there was a reduction of 
about $106,000,000 in exports, and an in- 
crease of about $80,000,000 in imports. The 
reduction in exports was chiefly due to the 
shortage in the corn crop of 1901, the reduc- 
tion in the price of cotton, and an unusual 


home demand for iron and steel manufac- 


tures. The increase in imports was chiefly 


due to larger demands for foreign materials 


for use in manufacturing. | 
“The shortage of the corn crop of 1901, 
due to drought, reduced the corn exporta- 


tions in the fiscal year 1902 150,000,000 bu 


below those of 1901, and caused a reduction 
of $67,000,000 in the value of corn exporta- 
tions. The export price of cotton averaged 
about lc per Ib below that of the preceding 
year, and although the exportations exceed- 


ed in quantity those in 1901 by about 170,- 


000,000 Ibs, the total value of the cotton @x- 
ported fell nearly $23,000,000 below that of 
1901. In iron and steel the increased demand 
at home, coupled with abnormal conditions 
in the foreign market, caused a reduction of 
about $19,000,000 in value of our exports of 
that clase of manufactures. 

In importation there was an increase of 
$70,000,000 in material for use in manufac- 
turing, $20,000,000 in manufactured articles 
ready for consumption, and $12,000,000 in ar- 
ticles of voluntary use, luxuries, etc,., but a 
decrease of $21,000,000 in foodstuffs. Im- 
portations of raw materials for use in man- 
ufacturing amounted to $328,000,000, which 
was $58,000,000 in excess of the pr 
year, and of articles partly manufactured 
for use in manufacturing the imports were 
$91,000,000, an increase of $12,000,000. This 
brings the total importations of manufac- 
turers’ materials imported far above that of 
any preceding year in the history of our 
commerce and industries.“

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


18 SPREADING. 
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Cut Tariff on Packing House Products 
East from Kansas City Is Applied | 


by St. Paul Road trom Omaha and 
Sioux City—President Yoakum of 
"Frisco Line Thinks There Will Be - 
Few Changes in Officials of Eastern 


The trouble over rates on packing house 


products, dressed meats, and live stock from |, 
the Missouri river to Chicago is getting more 
serious every day. 


The reduced rates on packing house prod- 


ucts and dressed meats first made by the 


Great Western from Kansas City to 


Chicago—18% cents on business to points east 
of Chicago and 20 cents to Chicago locally— 
has been applied by the Milwaukee and St. 
Paul from Omaha and Sioux City. 


It was found that the Chicago Great West- 


erh had made a seven years’ contract with 
all the Missouri river packers, not only on 
business from Kansas y and St. Joseph 
but also including Omaha and Sioux City. 
That road’s extensions to Omaha and Sioux 
City have not yet been completed, and it will 
probably take a year before they are, but in 
anticipation of its doing so within a year it 
was deemed advisable by the Milwaukee and 
St. Paul to apply the reduced rates from 
those cities at once and thus protect the 
packing interests there. 


The live stock rate of 12 cents from Kansas 


City to Chicago, first adopted by the Santa 
Fe and met by the Alton and other roads, 
will not be applied from Omaha and Sioux 
City proper, but on business from points 
west of the Missouri river the Burlington, 
Union Pacific-Northwestern, and one or two 
other roads will make the through rate so. 
that the proportion from the Missouri river 
to Chicago will be not more than 12 eents. 


Eastern Illinois Affairs. 
B. F. Yoakum, president and general man- 


ager of the St. Louis and San Francisco, was 
in the city yesterday and conferred with 
President Carpenter of the Eastern Illinois. 
Mr. Yoakum said he had nothing to add to the 
official announcement of the terms on which 
the Eastern Illinois was secured by his com- 
pany. He did not think that any important 
changes in the official staff of the Eastern 
Illinois would be made for the present. 


Another mag identified with the St. Louis 


and San Francisco said it was the intention 
to extend the Eastern Illinois road into St. | 
Louis from Shelbyville. The distance be- 
tween the two points is 100 miles, and it will 
give the company one of the shortest lines 
between Chicago: and; St. Louis, the distance 


being 285 miles. 


Eastbound Shipments. 
Eastbound shipments last week by the all 


rail lines from Chicago were better than they 
have been for some time. Flour shipments | 
increased 14,322 barréls over the week pre- 
vious, but decreased 15,989 barrels from last 
year. Grain shipments were 1,362,000 bush- 
els, an increase of 45 per cent for the week 
and of 76,000 bushels over last year. Ship- 
ments of provisions were 23,557 tons, or 4,741 
tons less than the previous week and 5,570 
tons less than last year. Shipments of grain 
by lake last week were 2,196,000 bushels, 
against 994,000 bushels the previous week 
and 2,130,000 bushels last year. 


Western roads are not moving grain as ex- 


tensively as anticipated with the advent of 
good weather, Last week's receipts here 
were 4,143,000 bushels, or 26 per cent less than 
the previous week, the loss being in corn and 
oats. Wheat increased almost 200,000 bush- 
els. It was the smallest corn and oats move- 
ment at this season of the year in over four 
years, decreasing 1,588,000 bushels from last 
year and bushels as with 
1900. 


IN THE FIELD OF OF INSURANCE. 
| Chicago Agents Complain. 


Rates Causes Loss of Busi- 
ness. 


Some ot the Chicago agents who think that 


the com es went a little too far in the re- 
cent ad es in rates are claiming to be 
losing business because of the competition 
of the mutuals. The McCormick line went 
to them some time ago, and during the 
month the 3 Bicycle company line 
and the Smith-Barnes Piano company have 
also been lost to the stock companies. It 
is claimed, however, that these losses are 
more than made up by the lines that are 
returning from the mutuals to be placed on 
the street. Prominent among these is the 
Deering Harvester company line, and nego- 
tiations are now in progress with another 
large implement concern and with several 
sprinkled plants. The mutuais have had some 
heavy losses recently, and are making such 
stringent requirements in the way of fire 
protection that y concerns find 
lar insurance cheaper.

“ne wuspension of Building Inspector 
James Sediak is promised today on account 
of the collapse of the wall of a building after 
he had made an examination pronouncing 
it in good condition. As a result of the 
accident Dennis Starr and his family were 
injured. The structure is at 8337 Ashland 
avenue, a two story frame, with one twelve 
inch brick wall. This wall suddenly toppled 
over Saturday night towards Ahe house oc- 
cupied by Hugh Carr.
